If the Federal Union is broken up, what
sort of Government shall we have in the
South T It is well enough to consider this
question. A distinguished citizen of Geor-

gia, Mr. Babtow, is represented' as having
suggested, recently, in a speech at Milledge-vill- e,

an obliteration of State lines, and a
consolidated government. Since, a writer
in the Columbus (Ga.) Timet (Breckinridge
democrat) has proposed a Monarchy. We

give his communication below

: Permit a humble individual to lay before
you a few thoughts that are bnrned into his
neari or hearts bv their verv truth.

The first great thought is this, the institu
tion known as the "Federal Government,"
established by the people of the United States
01 America, is a failure. This is a fact, which
cannot be gainsaid. It has never been in the
power of the "Federal Government" to en-
force all its own laws within its own Terri
tory ; it has therefore, been measurablv a
failure from the beginning, but its first con-
vincing evidence of weakness was in allow
ing one branch of its organization to puss an
unconstitutional law (the Missouri Compro-
mise.) Its next evidence of decrepitude was
its Inability to enforce a Constitutional law,
(trie fugitive slave law.) the whole fabric be
ing shaken to its foundation, by the only
single attempt of enforcement, made by its
coief officer, (fresident fierce.)

What then? The States, of course, revert
to their original position, each sovereign
within itself.

What then shall we do?

productive of happiness to all its law-abidin- g

people. II sucn a government can be ronnd,
a government whose first and only object is
tbe good, the real good (not fancied good, an
ignu fatwu which I fear both our fathers aud
ourselves have too much run after in this
country) of all its people, if such a govern
ment exists, let us examine it caretully; if it
bas apparent errors, (as wtat boman institu
tion has not) let ns avoid them.

, CONSTITUTIONAL MONARCHY.

From the Augusta (Ga.) Chronicle.

The Form of Government.
Now that we are about to break up the

present form of government, it is well that
we look to tbe future, and commence now to
make arrangements for some other form. We
hear it on all sides that the present Federal
system is a total failure not a failure in it-

self, froTi inherent defects of its own, but tbe
failure is in the people tbe government
does not snit the people, or tbe people do
not suit tbe government. Tbere is some-
where an "irrepressible conflict" going on
between the governers and the governed.
The bvstem of several Republics, confeder
ated together nnder one common bead, gov-
erned by a written law, we say. is that which
is eenerallv considered a failure. For we
see, contrary to tbe spirit and intent of the
Union, a minorfly party clearly in a mino
rity of at least three-quarter- s ol a million
has, by the peculiar arrangement for elect--
nz a President, by one section alone, against

a combined opposition in the other section,
and against a powerful minority in its own
stronghold.

But if the Federal system is a failure, the
question may well be is not the whole
Republican system a taiiurei v ery many
wise, thinking men say so. We formed tbe
Federal Government because the separate
Stales, it was thought,, were not strong
enough to stand alone, and because tbey
were likely to prove disadvantageous, if not
dangerous, each to the other, in their distinct
organization, and with tneir varying inter
ests. When we break np, will the disadvan
tages and dangers of separate States be such
as to require the formation of a new Con-
federacy of those which are, at present, sup-
posed to be homogeneous? If we do furm &

new LKni-ueracy- , wnen iue i guue,
on Id seem to be neither wise, prnuect, nor

statesmanlike, to frame it after tbe pattern
of the old. New safeguards and guarantees
must necessarily be required, and none but a
heedless maniac won id seek to avoid looking
this matter squarely in tbe face.

What are tbe defects of tbe present feder
al system? Why, the chance of a minority
being able, by tbe forms of law, to secure the
Executive, and the different interests of dif-

ferent sections urging one or another to at-
tempt supreme control, regardless of equali-
ty, or justice, or comity, and of the written
Constitution. Can a Constitution be a safe
guard for minorities? Certainly it may be;
but history proves that no Constitution ever
stood in the way of either real or apparent
majorities. It is a simple tmpost-ibility- , wnen
the past-ion- s of the majority are sronper
than their re zard tor tbe right, we mignt
change the Constitution for tbe New Confed-em- c

, so as to make the Executive elective
directly by the tchoie people, and thus avoid
its attainment by a popular minority. But
can the Constitution be so framed as to pre
vent a majority, when it becomes an absolute
majority, making its vill tbe rule for the mi-
nority? ever.

It Is true that we might make a Constitu
tion for tbe fifteen Southern States, which
would secure the rights of all, at pretent,
from barm, or at least, which would require
a dear violation of iU later, so plainly that tbe

orld could discern it, when unconstitutional
action was consummated. But then, in the
course of years, as men changed, business
changed,... labor...changed, productions changed,

.- . rt. 1 -

a violation or me iptm migut occur, wnicn
would not be clearly a violation of the let ter.
It may be said that the Constitution might
provide for its own change, as time changed.
Well, that was tbe design when our present
Constitution was formed, and still we say it
Is a failure. How more carefully could a
new one be arranged! .Men wilt say that we,
of the South, are one, and that we shall gel
along well enough, cut tbey who say it
know neither history nor numan nature.
When the Union was formed, twelve of the
thirteen States were elavtholding; and if the
Cotton Gin had not been invented there
would not probably to-da- y have been an Af-
rican tlava ia North America.

But. how about tbe btate organizations?
This is an important consideration, for
whether we consult with tbe other southern
States or not, it is certain that each Slate
must act for itself, in the first instance.
When any State goes out of the present Fed
eral Union it then becomes a foreign potcer,
as to all tbe other states, as well as to tbe
world. Whether it will unite again with
nv of the States, or stand alone, is for it to

and if Georgia, or any other State, does not
find the proposed terms of Federation
agreeable, she can maintain her own sepa-

rate form of Government, or, at least, try it.

most imrjortant point to discover is. whether
or not the people are prepared for it. It is

out these suggestions that the people may
think of them, and act as their interests re--
auire. Our own opinion is that the South
might be the greatest nation on earth, and
might maintain, on tbe basis of African slav-er- 7.

not only a splendid Government, but a
secure EepuUica Government. But still our
fears are that through anarchy weaball leach
tbe despotism of military cbieltaias,' and
finally be rauea again, to monarchy. ,

We republished, a few days ago, from the
Albany, N. Y., Evening Journal, an article
suggesting a mode of settling the sectional
controversies which divide the free and slave
States. The Syracuse Journal having attack
ed that article, its Albany contemporary re-

sponded in its impression of last Saturday as
iuuows: . .

"That The Evening Journal only speaks for
,epuoncans wnen us 'utterances accord with

their convictions . ia a truth learned in earlv
life. That its present suggestions are In ad
vance ot tDe 'convictions' of many perhaps

ujwo. ui bo putiiiuai jrienus, was antici-
pated. Thoe suggestions were cot hazarded
with any expectation of eeneral approval
But tbe public mind, as events ripen, will
De better prepared to render its verdict. It
required courage, therefore," to say now,
what can only be comprehended . three
months hence; but what, for any useful pur
pose, need to be said promptly. In ihe ap
proaching crisis we Eball want all tbe Union
strength in the Republic, and our purpose is.

owners ot 6laves claim protection in virture
of a provision of tbe Constitution.- - Grant
tbat it is a distasteful provision. It is never
theless as binding as tbe more congenial
provisions. Nor should we .lorg-- t that when
adopted .New lotk was .herself luterested iu
it. Subsequently, we aboli.hed Slavery
partly in accordance with the spirit which
seeks uuiversal emancipation, and partly be
cause it was unprofitable." Under a tropical
sun, with a soil producing rice, sugar and
cotton, there would, even in New York, have
been a hard struggle between humanity and
tbe almighty dollar.

" 'The people of the Free States are uot
exnected to eland bv and wink at kidnap
ping,' says Tit Hyracum Journal. Our differ
ence with our friend commences here- - With
sympathies as warm as bi,'acd wbile.no
power shall compel us, as a citizen, to 'catch'
a slave, we are lorbidden to obstruct officers
in the discharge of any duty. The present
Fugitive Slave Law is a detestable one. Its
vindictive features were designed to insult
and degrade us. But a proper and efficient
t ugttive Slave Law is a requirement of tbe
Constitution; and tee are as much bound to
observe and obey such a law as South Caroli
na is to observe and obey any other provision
of the Constitution. - .

"God knows that we should rejoice to see
every bnman being all who are created in
the image ot their Maker entitled, where
their lives or liberty are concerned, to trial
by jury. But under our present form of
government, with the Constitution as our law
and guide, this is impracticable. Our , fath
ers found Slavery so deeply seated, and so in
tricately connected with their business, tbat
tbey could not form a Union without recog
nizing and loleratiog it. As Christians and
Philanthropists, they looked forward to its
ultimate extinction: but only by just meas
ures and peaceable- - influences. Inheriting
their principles and imbued with their sym
pathies, we have, in our humble way, labor
ed to the same end. But always in subordi
nation to tbe Constitution and laws.

"The duty which tbe Constitution imposes
in relation to fugitive slaves is a hard one;
but while we disregard lt,' e, have ho right
to complain of Slave States for'disregarding
it in other respects. We have never n f.ised
to contribute our share toward purchasing
the freedom of slaves applying for aid. Nor
have we ever refused charity to people of
color, in distress, without inquiring whether
they were fugitives or tree. Uut we loathe
and detest the whole race of miscreants who
have done more barm than their - necks are
worth, in beguiling domestic slaves from
families traveling and Bojourning in Free
States.

"In view of what is coming, and in the
hope of averting it, we would cheerfully con-
sent to a law which bbould provide for the
payment of every fugitive rescued fi'om an
officer by violence.

"But we are utterly opposed to Ihe Jour-
nal's idea of letting 'the Cotton States have
what they want a slaveholding 'and 'slave-importi-ug

Confederacy.' It is better and
wiser, in our judgment to do our whole duty,
under the Constitution, and hold others to
their obligations." --

Commenting upon this, the N. Y. Tribune
--" - -says:

What is here proposed and suggested seems
to be, 1. The modification of the more odious
features of the present Fugitive Slave Law,
and its vigorous inforcement so as to'come as
near to catching every one as human imper
fection will allow; 2. Tbe passage of a law
providing for paying for every fugitive res-
cued from an officer; 3. The passage of- - laws
allowing Southern families' traveling and so-
journing in tbe Free States to bring and
keep their slaves; and 4.- - The passage of a
law tor punishing those who beguile such
slaves from their owners.

differ with our correspondent, in some

verv seriously..,. It ia true, that it is
of the first importance to our section, to be
freed from every interloper who is opposed
to our institutions. - "Precaution,'' however,
suggests tfsts which we think will be found
to be insufficient; which would in some cuses
allow the guilty to remain, and work great
injustice, in other instances, to tbe innocent.
There are Northero-bor- n men who "own ne
groes," whom we would not trust iu any col-
lision with their native section; there are also
Northern born men whom we would not
tru-- t, although tbey may have married
Southern wives..

we ask our correspondent, if such a man
might not be safely trusted, as a citizen of
the South? -

No people can prosper who disregard the
requirements of Justire. ' It would be injustice
to discredit our old Northern --born citizens
men who have been with us for many, years
and who expect to live and die here. True,
some such may not be as anxious as we. who
are "to the manner born," for secession; but
when the great struggle comes, they will be
with us. r? v ;rf -. ;

This is a delicate question ; but thus much
we are free to say and we have said it often

that every Nonbero-bor- n man, of question-
able creed on the slavery isue, ought to be
expelled. But, we, would ; prefer to decide
every individual case on its own peculiar merits.
Iu this way only can justice be meted out. ;

Herchants' meeting The J.ouisvllle
and KathvtUe Uallroad.

At an adjourned meeting of the merchants
and business men of Nashville a large cum
ber being In attendance held at the court
house Saturday evening, December 8, the re
port submitted to the meeting, December 3
was read and adopted by a unanimous vote.
. Mr. James M. Hamilton, from the commit
tee making the report, then submitted the
following resolutions:
"Whereas, For several months past ship!
menis over the lvouisviue and Nashville Rail-
road have been frequently, if not generally,
irregular and uncertain of delivery, in many
insiances ireigut having been sent over tbe
emire line of the road Southward without
any manifest of destination, consignment, or
charges therefore, thus rendering accural
deliveries impossible; involving the business
of tbe road in confusion, producing serious
incouveniece to shippers and justiiying pub
lic complaint; subjecting much freight to
damage and loss and the road to pecuniary
liability therefor; and in as much as said
road, in tbe absence of river navigation, is
tbe most direct, if not in tbe only means open
to us and many others, by which to draw
supplies from the vally of the Ohio river;
and as patrons and stockholders of said road,
bo'h for public convenience and our own
profit, we desire tbe same should be reliably,
efficiently and economically operated, to all
the ends and purposes of a railroad; holding
that to deserve public patronage is the surest
means to permanently onimaud it, and ihu
give security to the value of tbe capital stock
of th enterprise; and whereas, the present
President and . Board of Directors of
said road do claim' as a right, the
official power of discrimination in favor
ot freights intended tor distribution South ol
and beyond Nashville, over the same dessrip-tio- n

of freights to Nashville, and have exer
cised this claim, to the grievous injustice of
Nashville shippers, by charging them a much
higher rate than is exacted from others for
tbe same description ot shipments over the
same distance of road, and we have good rea-
son to believe that tbis unjust discrimination,
as it bas been heretofore exercised, will be
renewed whenever the competition ojiver
navigation sttH eua to restrain it. We hold-
ing tbat the spirit of the enterprise and its
main purpose was and is advantage fairly to
all. concerned, exclusive advancement to
none; aud recognizing this whole rule of dis-
crimination as a usurpation unsanctioned of
justice and unwarranted by tbe spirit or the
letter or the road's charter; therelore

Resolved. Tbat as "patrons of the Louisville
and Nashville Railroad, we regret tbat du-lu- g

tbe pressing need of tbe efficient service
of said road, which bas existed for the past
several months, it bas fallen short of the ex-
pectations aud demands upon it, and as stock-
holders condemn theconlusiou and irregular-
ity which have so generally existed in the
transportations and delivery of its freights.

Iltsolved, It is tbe sense of this meeting that
the Superintendent of freight transportation
is specially responsible for these abuses, and
we view w ith distrust aud disapprobation tbe
continuance of his official conucctiou with
tbe road, without a strict iavestiiratiou of bis
official conduct by those managing tbe road
as our representatives.

Resolved, It is the opinion of this meeting
that both the interest ot the road aud tbe
convenience of shippers at tbis point, will Le
belter served by allowing the merchants and
shippers of Nashville a voice in the recom-
mendation of some suitable and competent
person as freight agent at this depot, since it
would be more pleasant to Nashville thippers
to have' their business relations with one
knowing aud known to tbem, and tbe road
would be thereby more strongly commended
to favor and patronage.

Resolved, lhat neither the charter of tbe
road nor evenhanded justice afl'ord any good
reason why those whose labor and means
have in part built tbe road, shall be charged
more for the samo service ot it than is ex
acted from others wbo have in no manner
contributed to its construction, and whenever
a Nashville shipper sends freight over the
entire line of the road from Louisville, be is
entitled 10 do so at tbe lowest price charged
others for the same description ot shipments
lrom the eamu point and over the same dis
tance of road.

Resolvtd, That in as much a3 the President
and Board of Directors have, on application,
failed to recognize what we deem our rights
as shippers, in this respect, we recommend a
reference of the matter to the Courts for ad
justment, and us tbe most practicable meaLS
ot securing this end, we suggest, that tbose
of our merchants and citizeus having accounts
with tbe road as shippers, shall pay the same
price charged others lor tbe same services by
the road, and 'refuse to pay all excess above
tbis, until their rights and duties in the premi
ses shall be Judicial y determined. But in
order to preveut all embarrassment to the
road further than is necessary to establish
such rights as we may have under tbe char
ter, we desire, if possible, 10 test the ngbt to
these discriminations by a single agreed case,
and by tbe speediest aud cheapest means.

Kesolved, lhat the Chairman of this meet
ing appoint a committee of three to receive
subscriptions aud employ counsel to secure
eor rights as set forth in the foregoing reso
lutions. ....

The resolutions were, after deliate, adopted.
Tbe chairman appointed Messrs. Matt.

Stkatton, G. W. Cuxmxghasi, and R. H.
Gardner the committee provided for by the
last resolution.

On motion of Mr. He. McCrea, the thanks
of tbe meeting were tendered to the commit
tee for tbe able and satisfactory report they
submitted in regard to the managemeut of
the freight department of the Louisville and
Nashville Railroad.

The meeting then adjourned sine die.
